Flockow ners that sell eggs on a

In cities, counties and states of 
the North, the Midwest and the 
West, the Negro has not been a 
m ajor problem because there was 
less than 10 per cent Negro popu­ 
lation. In South Carolina counties 
where there is less than 10 per 
cent 
Negro 
population. 
racial 
trouble is practically non-existent. 
But in counties where Negroes 
outnum ber the whites nine to one, 
there is a real problem. A white 


northerner removed from the rare 
ified atmosphere of less-than-10 
per cent-ism and thrust in the 
midst of a situation where > the 
child would be one among nine 
Negro children in the class, with 
the background of those nine chil­ 
dren vastly different from that of 
his child, would be appalled as 
are the white residents of Claren­ 
don County today.

ing and schooling, and. one would 
assume, social security. Here is 
the chance for Whittier, Californ­ 
ia, and Des Moines, Iowa, and 
Portland, Oregon, to do something 
about a situation that has been 
talked about so much. 
How would such a mass trans­ 
migration take place? 
Governors of all the states could 
set up special commitees to re­ 
cruit 
specific jobs for Negroes. 
This is no more than has been 
done for Displaced Persons who 
have come to our 
country. In 
many cases, an active local cham ­ 


ber of commerce, an already-es­ 
tablished business, could handle 
the channelling of jobs . . . 
This would speed the process 
which has been taking place for 
more than a decade, but at a much 
slower pace. In 1940, South Car­ 
olina’s Negro population totaled 
about 45 per cent. By 1950 it Whs

state economist estimates it at 
331 u per cent.

Nieghbor F a rm e rs Com pare Costs 
This story comes to m e from a 
corn grower in the light sandy soil 
area of the county. 
My visitor ex­ 
plained that he had aoplied the fer­ 
tilizer 
recommended 
last 
y e a r 
for corn based on a soil test. T h e 
cost was $18.50 per acre. 
He said that his neighbor from 
across the fence paid him a visit as 
the fertilizer was being applied last 
spring and expressed some doubts 
as to whether or not it would pay 
off. 
The neighbor was quoted as 
saying “ I just c a n ’t see how I can 
afford to spend money for ferti­ 
lizer” . 
Of course, in keeping with 
the belief that he couldn't afford 
to use fertilizer he didn’t use any. 
E xcep t for the use of fertilizer in 
one case, the cost of growing t h e 


two crops was probably about the 
same. In fact if we were to assume 
that it was sim ilar to average corn 
production costs in the corn belt it 
was about $18.00 per acre, exclud­ 
ing labor and interest on the invest­ 
ment in land. 
Therfeore, based on 
the foregoing it cost the man who 
didn't use the fertilizer $18.00 per 
acre and the m an who did $36.50 
per acre. 
But after all it is not the cost per 
acre but the cost per bushel of p m 
ducing the corn that counts. 
Since 
the two farm s contained were the 
sam e types and were apparently 
of the sam e productive 
capacity 
without fertilizer, it is not hard to 
see that the use of the fertilizer last 
year was an 
excellent investment 
because the crops receiving it pro­ 
duced 75 bushel per acre at produc­ 
tion cost of 48 cents per bushel. On 
the other hand the farm er who did 
not use fertilizer produced only 18 
bushel at a production cost of $1.00 
per bushel. 
The above case m ay be a little 
unusual, but it illustrates the im ­ 
portance of getting high yeilds per 
acre whether it is corn or some ot­ 
her crop as a means of reducing 
the production cost per bushel or 
per pound. 
Where the use of fer­ 
tilizer is the only m eans of achiev­ 
ing this, it will nearly always pro­ 
ve to be a profitable investment 
when applied in accordance with 
need as indicated by soil tests.
